-the report, arrived nt the scane of the disaster 
st daylight on the 23rd instant. Cuptain 
Kitano ‘immediately had an ititorview with 
Admiral.

The 
Admiral replied. that tho nature of the oporn- 
tions would be decided on after 1 survey had 
been made by the Chief Constractor of the 
British Naval Yard, who was oxpected from 
Hongkong, Qn ‘tho afternoon of the 23rd 
instant, the Chefoo-maru and other transports 
sent from Saseho arrived, and the transports 
Sascho and Ryajun were immediately moored 
on ‘the port-side of the cruiser, when 
operations vere begun for discharging the.
